Girls Say.'^ (Spoiler alert: 

It's mostly about “ITie 
Bachelor” and/or pretend- 
ing to not know about “I'he 
Bachelor.") 

'ITiis begs the question of why 
we still purport to call this a “bad’ 
word. First of all, vulgarity is good for art. 

It's good for creativity. The poet Carl Sandburg 
once said that sbng is “a language that rolls 
up its sleeves, spits on its hands andgpes to 
work." l'herefore, it's bizarre that the collective 
wisdom of mainstream media still believes that 
if you bleep a word or use an absurd “#$%!” 
stand-in, somehow that raises the discourse 
rather than making everyone feel silly 

Secondly, language has only the power with 
which we imbue it. A centtxry ago, religious 
blasphemy and words such as “damn” were con- 


sidered the height of profanity, but obviously 
we barely register those examples consciously 
today In ico years I find it unlikely anyone will 
think twice about this word, and people's agita- 
tion will arise from some as-yet-unknown slur, 
which future namby-pambys will deem vulgar— 
perhaps even “namby-pamby.'’ 

lake the example of presidential candidate 
Rick Santo rum, whose name— thank you, Dan 
Savage— will continue to hold its kmch-losing 
definition long after he vanishes from the na- 
tional scene. I'here is no reason to fear the word 
“plonder" rigjit now, but if I were to launch an 
intensive campaign to define “plunder " as a 
“monkey placenta one hollows out to lose his 
virginity to "you can bet the Tribune Company 
and its affilatcd papers would no longer be able 
to include it in print. 

We descriptivists understand that language is 
fluid and that even the worst of toda/s wlgarity 
could turn up as tomorrow's “Gee willikers, 
fellas, this rhubarb ain't even ripe yet!" 
(For some reason, all my fantasies 
of the future involve gangs of 
Tellas" picking rhubarb,) 

Finally and most impor- 
tantly, I've always found it to- 
tally counterintuitive that we 
hardly blink an eye at all kinds 
of societal vulgarity yet arc so 
firmly wedded to our outdated 
ideas of supposed indecency: God 
forbid a kid secs a boob on TV or 
hears a slang description of feces while 
poUrical leaders lie us into multibilUon-dollar 
wars, financiers set the economy ablaze, fossil 
fuel industries fund anti -scientific propaganda 
campaigns while the world burns, and cults of 
old white men tell women what they can't do 
with their reproductive organs. 

These are perfect examples of society's actual 
vulgarity and frankly aQ of those namby-pam- 
bys— they can eat my plonder.

“What, are you gay cruising a straight neighborhood?” 

That’s what the victim heard, according to a police 
report, before he was attacked just steps away from the 
intersection of Halsted Street and Belmont Avenue— 
the hub of Boystown. The assailant punched him several 
times— three times to the face— and knocked him to the 
ground, hitting him again before he fled to the street. 

“%u’re not going to look so pretty tomorrow,” the as- 
sailant said as the victim ran off, accord- 
ing to the report. 

That attack in the 700 block of West 
Briar Place one Sunday in March 2011 
resulted in no arrest and was just one of 
the several hate crimes logged in Chi- 
cago throughout 2011. The number of 
reported hate crimes investigated by 
Chicago police increased slightly last 
year as city officials, lawmakers and 
community organizations continued 
work locally and nationwide to combat 
these offenses. 

The issue has been thrust back into 
the spotlight recently In January three 
white teenagers were charged with hate 
crimes after they allegedly put a noose 
around a black teen’s neck and threat- 
ened him in Beverly Meanwhile, the 
“It Gets Better” project to prevent buUying of gay youth 
gained momentum in its second year, and Arkansas saw the 
nation’s first conviction under the recently passed Matthew 
Shepard and James Byrd Jr. Hate Crimes Prevention Act. 

In Chicago, 51 incidents— five more than in 2010 —were 
reported to police last year as having a possible hate moti- 
vation, according to information provided by the Chicago 
Commission on Human Relations, which assists hate crime 
victims. Chicago police investigated those incidents and 
determined that 10 were “bona fide,” meaning a criminal 
act was committed and the motive is believed to be based 
on an actual or perceived specific characteristic of the vic- 
tim such as race or sexual orientation. The police classified 
the remaining incidents as either “unfounded” in which the 
hate motive was ruled out, or “undetermined” because of 
insufficient evidence to verify the incident was abate crime. 

Chicago police found no trends explaining the bump in 
reported incidents but noted community organizations 
can play a role in increasing awareness and reporting. 


WHAT IS A HATE CRIME? 

State law makes it a felony to 
commit a hate crime. It’s de- 
fined as an assault, battery, ag- 
gravated assault, misdemean- 
or theft or criminal damage to 
property, criminal trespass to 
residence or to vehicle or real 
property, mob action, disor- 
derly conduct or harassment 
by electronic communication 
motivated by actual or per- 
ceived race, color, creed, reli- 
gion, ancestry, sexual orienta- 
tion, gender, physical or mental 
disability or national origin of a 
person or group of people. 


‘Although the number of hate crimes is not significant- 
ly high in Chicago, the effects can reverberate through a 
community,” Chicago police spokeswoman Lt. Maureen 
Biggane said in an email. 

The tally of 10 bona fide hate crimes was sent to the Illi- 
nois State Police, who forwarded the data to the FBI for its 
annual hate crime statistics report. In addition, the Cook 
County State’s Attorney’s Office filed abate crime charge in 
another case, bringing the 2011 Chicago tally to ii. 

For the past fewyears, sexual orienta- 
tion has been among the top biases cit- 
ed in reported hate crimes in Chicago. 
Nationally people in the LGBT com- 
munity are more likely to be hate crime 
victims than any other minority group, 
based on an analysis by the Southern 
Poverty Law Center, a nonprofit civil 
rights organization based in Alabama. 

Nationally there were 6,628 hate 
crime incidents reported to the FBI in 
2010, the most recent data available. 

But the numbers aren’t comprehen- 
sive and can be misleading, said Mark 
Potok, senior fellow at the Southern 
Poverty Law Center. Some local and 
state law enforcement agencies don’t 
report hate crime stats to the FBI, and 
hate crimes may not be categorized as 
such even when reported to local authorities, he said. 

“Hate crimes are probably the most under-reported 
crime in America,” Potok said, noting that a 2005 Bureau 
of Justice Statistics special report found that 55 percent of 
hate crimes nationwide are not reported to police. 

For example, the state hate crime law takes what could 
be a simple battery, which is a misdemeanor, and elevates 
the crime to a felony offense if there’s evidence that shows 
it was motivated by hate, said Dan Kirk, chief of staff for 
the Cook County state’s attorney’s office. 

The office looks for evidence such as derogatory lan- 
guage or slurs said before the crime is committed or after 
the fact. 

“The theory behind hate crime prosecution is there’s 
two victims: the victim in the case and we view the com- 
munity they come from as a victim as well,” Kirk said. 
“These crimes are particularly egregious because they end 
up promoting fear in an entire community”

Iwo teenagers were charged luesday with 
sexually assaulting a young Highland Park 
woman after she became separated from 
friends outside a Northwest Side theater on 
New Year's Eve and wandered drunk into a 
taco restaurant across the street.

After she was separated from her friends, she 
went into a restaurant across the street, where 
she fell down and sat against a wall. 

Ford and Barbour saw that the woman was 
drunk and brought her to their table, where 
they were joined by six other people, Assis- 
tant State's Attorney Sean O'Callaghan said. 
A short time later, video surveillance cap tured 
them leading the victim out. Ford had told 
the others he planned to rob the woman and 
have sex with her, the prosecutor said. 

'llic two brought the woman down a side 


street and went through her purse before car- 
rying her to a grass parkway in the 2100 block 
of North Rockwell, where Ford sexually as- 
saulted her, the charges alleged. 

Witnesses told pokce they saw several 
in dm duals standing in a semicircle around 
Ford and the victim. Ford and Barbour were 
arrested near the scene, but both bter were 
released, prosecutors said. According to an ar- 
rest report, they stole $70 to $90 in cash and 
two rings from the \dcrim. 

Multiple witnesses identified Ford and Bar- 


bour in police lineups, and DNA from blood 
found on Ford’s boxer shorts was matched to 
the victim, O’Callaghan said. 

Steven Pick, Barbour’s attorney said after 
court that there was no DNA evidence link- 
ing Barbour to the crime and that his client 
did not make any statements admitting his 
involvement. 

WTiilc the victim’s family declined inter- 
views Tuesday, her father said after the assault 
that his daughter was recovering and expressed 
gratitude for the commtmity’s support.

The Emanuel administration has selected 
an Oregon-based company with operations 
in the U.S. and overseas to operate Chicago’s 
first large-scale bicycle-sharing rental pro- 
gram starting this summer. 

Alta Bicycle Share, Inc., of Portland, Ore., 
and its equipment manufacturer. Public Bike 
System Co., were chosen over two competing 
bids to make 3,000 bicycles available at 300 
solar-powered self-service pick-up and drop- 
off locations this summer. The program wiU 
be expanded to 5,000 bikes and 500 docking 
stations by 2014, officials have said. 

City Hall estimates the total capital and 
start-up costs at $21 million, adding that 
$18 million will be covered by federal fund- 
ing aimed at improving air quality and 
easing traffic congestion. The remaining 
$3 million will be provided by the city 

Operating costs of the bike-sharing program 
are expected to be paid for entirely by mem- 
bership and user fees, advertising and sponsor- 
ships, with no additional cost to city taxpayers, 
mayoral spokesman Tom Alexander said. 


HOW IT WORKS 

The bike-sharing program would operate 
like car-sharing programs, officials have 
said. Program participants would pay an 
annual membership fee and pay no ad- 
ditional costs to check out bicycles for the 
first half hour, officials said. Visitors to the 
city and other one-time users could buy 
daily or weekly memberships. The bikes 
will feature multiple speeds, chain guards, 
fenders on both wheels, a cushioned seat 
and a basket, officials said. 


The city received a $4 million federal 
grant in December to launch the bike- 
sharing program as a way to reduce conges- 
tion and increase options for commuters 
who use public transit during part of their 
trips. That money will be used in the second 
phase of the project, Alexander said. 

Mayor Emanuel is set to introduce an or- 
dinance at Wednesday’s City Council meet- 
ing seeking approval to enter into an agree- 
ment with Alta Bicycle Share, officials said.

Is work making you fat? 


Women who are fed up with their jobs may 
be more likely to turn to food for comfort in 
times of stress, according to a Finnish study 

The study, reported in the American Jour- 
nal of Clinical Nutrition, found that those 
who reported work burnout also were more 
likely to have a habit of “emotional” eating, or 
eating when stressed, anxious or down, rather 
than just hungry 

What’s more, they were more prone to “un- 
controlled” eating— the feeling that you’re al- 
ways hungry or can’t stop eating until all the 
food’s gone. 

“Those experiencing burnout may be more 
vulnerable to emotional eating and uncon- 
trolled eating and have a hindered ability to 
make changes in their eating behavior,” wrote 


Nina Nevanpera of the Finnish Institute of 
Occupational Health, who led the eating 
study 

“We recommend that burnout should be 
treated first and that burnout and eating be- 
havior should be evaluated in obesity treat- 
ment.” 

The findings are based on 230 women 
ages 30 to 55 who were part of a clinical trial 
looking at healthy lifestyle changes. All were 
employed, and at the start of the trial they 
completed surveys on job burnout and eating 
habits. 

Overall, 22 percent of the women had some 
degree of work burnout. As a group, they 
scored higher on measures of emotional eat- 
ing and uncontrolled eating. 


WHY WE EAT 

“Work permeates our lives,” said Sherry 
Pagoto, an associate professor of medicine 
at the University of Massachusetts Medical 
School and a clinician at the university’s 
Weight Center. “People may be in a job 
where they’re unhappy, or a marriage where 
they’re unhappy, and eating can become one 
of the few pleasures in their lives.” 


On top of that, women who did not have 
job burnout at the study’s onset tended to cut 
down on uncontrolled eating over one year. 
But, on average, the burnout group failed to 
make that change.

RIVALRY

The pain is still fresh for Bulls fans and play- 
ers. 

When the Bulls were eliminated in the 
Eastern Conference finals at the hands of the 
Miami Heat in May Chicago’s effort to end a 
13 -year NBA championship drought was put 
on hold yet again. The Bulls fielded the best 
team they’ve had since the days of Michael 
Jordan and Scottie Pippen, and it seemed as 
if that title was well within the Windy City’s 
grasp. 

But Miami changed all that. 

The script is playing out much the same 
way this season. The Bulls and Heat again are 
two of the best teams in the NBA, and if they 
continue on their expected paths, they will do 
battle in the playoffs again— and for years to 
come. 

The scenario is setting up the Bulls-Heat 
rivalry much like the Bulls-Detroit Pistons 
rivalry of the 1990s— but not as heated, yet. 

Bulls TV announcer Stacey King took 
part in those legendary battles with the “Bad 
Boys” of Detroit. 

“%u don’t see too many rivalries that mar- 
vel that type of rivalry anymore. The league 
has kind of gotten away from that,” said 
King, who played for the Bulls from 1989-94. 
“%u’re talking about two teams that really 
didn’t like each other. We genuinely disliked 
Detroit, they genuinely disliked us, the cities 
disliked each other. So it ran a lot deeper than 
basketball. But with this team and Miami, 
there’s no hatred.” 

Veteran Bulls reporter and current bulls, 
com writer Sam Smith has seen both rivalries 
up close and said they are not the same. 

“There was a genuine dislike between Chi-

cago and Detroit that doesn’t exist in the 
NBA pretty much anymore because of all 
the postgame shaking hands and hugging and 
all that stuff There was no hugging between 
those teams,” Smith said. “When the Pistons 
won {an NBA championship] first and the 
Bulls aimed at them, there was this lingering 
dislike and rivalry that doesn’t really exist to- 
ward Miami.” 

Of course, beating each other up year after 
year could change all of that, and if it does, 
would that kind of intensity be bad for the 
NBA? Bulls vice president of basketball oper- 
ations John Paxson, another member of those 
Bulls teams that faced off with the Pistons, 
doesn’t think so. 

“Back when we were battling Detroit, that 
was the team we had to get over, and that ri- 
valry was born out of a number of years,” said 
Paxson, a Bulls guard from 1985-94. “Our ri- 
valry with the Heat is just beginning ... but 
it’s good and it’s healthy When we were try- 
ing to get past the Pistons, it was healthy for 
the league, and I think it’s good for the league 
now too. 

“The one thing all of us understand is that 
Miami isn’t going anywhere. They’ve got LeB- 
ron James, Dwyane Wade and Chris Bosh. ... 
We have to prove year in and year out that we 
can compete, and that’s what we’re trying to 


do.” 

Wade, much like Detroit’s Isiah Thomas 
before him, is a local guy whose team is stand- 
ing in the way of his hometown’s title chances. 
It’s an interesting dynamic, but there seem to 
be subtle differences there too. 

“On some levels it’s similar,” Smith said. 
“{Wade} won when he had Shaq, but now he 
has a new team, and with his new team he 
hasn’t quite succeeded yet. So I don’t think 
these Bulls look at Wade as being on a pedes- 
tal and you have to shoot at him; I think they 
look at him more like an equal because he 
achieved when he won a title with Shaq, but 
he hasn’t achieved otherwise.” 

King considers Wade only a part-time vil- 
lain to the current Bulls. 

“Isiah was born and raised here, but his ac- 
tions in Detroit really made him a villain,” King 
said. “Dwyane Wade is not that type of player. 
He’s a great player that doesn’t badmouth the 
hometown team, and even though he plays in 
Miami and the fans don’t like him when we 
play Miami {in Chicago], he can come back 
home and there’s a mutual respect.” 

Paxson, however, does see the similarity be- 
tween Wade and Thomas. 

“That’s a good way to look at it,” he said. “I 
think it makes for an interesting storyline be- 
cause Isiah had our number for a while.” 

But there’s one thing Paxson sees that 
should get Bulls fans excited. 

“Michael was motivated to beat {Isiah 
Thomas] and the Pistons, and ultimately it 
worked out for us,” Paxson said. “Derrick 
{Rose] is still a young player, but he’s hungry 
So I know that he’s going to do everything 
that he possibly can to put us in a position to 
win {a championship].”

Delta’s spirit missing

REDEYE SOUND BOARD 
On its third full- 
length album, 

California indie rock 
band Delta Spirit 
sounds ... different. The 
group’s old Americana twang has been shed 
in favor of a heavy dose of ambient guitar. 

I fell in love with the band’s “Friday Night 
Lights”-approved track “Devil Knows Tour 
Dead,” and I just couldn’t find a moment that 
equaled that on the new self-titled release. 
But it wasn’t all bad. Follow along with my 
track-by-track breakdown. 

“Empty House”: Line I had to rewind for: 
“Copper pipe is worth more than you think.” 
Real talk, guys. Copper theft is a big issue. 

“Tear It Up”: Oh, you’re going to say “just 
tear it up” over and over? Skip. 

“California”: Delta Spirit used to have a 
lilting, stripped down. Fleet Fox-y thing go- 
ing on. But this album is starting to feel like 
they hijacked a few new members from My 
Morning Jacket and Explosions in the Sky 

“Idaho”: “Yeah we’ll hang low/ Like they do 
it out in Idaho.” Having never been to Idaho, 


I cannot speak to the accuracy of these lyrics. 

“Home”: Dark, relatively stripped down. 
Matthew Vasquez’s nasally vocals (think Bob 
Dylan) really shine here. I mean this as a 
compliment. Favorite track so far. Probably 
because it sounds like something off a “Friday 
Night Lights” episode. 

“Otherside”: I was fully expecting to 
ignore this track, but it has a fun, ’60s rock 
vibe to it. Approved. 

“Tellin* the Mind”: What is this yelling and 
anger, boys? Where did this come from? Did 
you go through a delayed punk-appreciation 
phase?

Old-school Belgian 
beer stands test of time

Mediocre beers occasionally garner hype 
from beer geeks who stand in line for hours, 
or scour eBay to procure them for their cel- 
lars, but world-class beers don’t always attract 
attention. Sometimes great beers don’t get 
their due simply because they’ve been excel- 
lent for decades. 

Take the tripel, a sweet, complex variety 
that originated in Belgium more than 75 years 
ago. If you popped open a bottle ofWestmalle 
Tripel in 1956 and one today you’d find nary 
a difference between them. Both beers would 
be golden yellow, with a lemon, biscuit and 
apricot-tinged aroma and an elegant, complex 
flavor that brings to mind hay honey, dried 
apricots and a bready yeasty note. 

Virtually nothing has changed because, 
quite simply, the monks who produce the beer 
at the Trappist Abbey of Westmalle haven’t 
needed to alter anything, says Philippe Van 
Assche, Westmalle’s director. “We’re very sat- 
isfied with what we have,” he says. 


Maintaining consistency has worked, be- 
cause their beer is widely regarded as one of 
the world’s great brews. In 1934, Westmalle 
created the strong, golden ale that later be- 
came known as tripel, and, in doing so, cre- 
ated the template for the style. 

The beer’s creation story is straightfor- 
ward: Westmalle crafted the beer because it 
could. Belgium was in the midst of prohibi- 
tion, which barred the production of spirits, 
but not beer. That meant brewers could gar- 
ner the market share previously controlled by 
distillers by producing more alcoholic beers 
that could take the place of spirits. Van Ass- 
che says. 

When the monks opened their new brew- 
ery they decided to celebrate. They used 
roughly triple the amount of malted barley 
they added to their everyday ale to make a 
big beer, hence the name tripel. Westmalle’s 
brewers tweaked the recipe for the next 
22 years before settling on the current formu- 
la which is made only of water, malted barley 
Belgian candy sugar, hops and yeast. 

Although Westmalle set the standard, a 
slew of other breweries produce their own 
takes on the style.

Battles 

aplenty 


Hailing from the land 
of culinary refine- 
ment that is New 
Jersey the Great 
Burgerelli spent 
many formative 
burger-consuming 
years perched atop 
a diner stool. From 
this vantage point, 

I became an expert 
on the anatomy 
of a properly thin 
griddled burger, and 
also learned to ap- 
preciate my satisfied 
reflection in the 
gleam of a chrome 
jukebox. But there is 
neither chrome nor 
a Bruce Springsteen 
soundtrack at Au 
Cheval, a diner of sorts on Randolph Street 
from local restaurateur Brendan Sodikoff 
While I found the tufted leather booths, dim 
lighting and lack of neon confusing at first, 
the presence of not one but two burgers on 
the menu quickly put me at ease. 

The burger: What a pleasant surprise to 
find that my single cheeseburger ($9.95) 
arrived with two 6 -ounce griddled patties, 
while the double cheeseburger ($11.95) 
rived with three. I tip my hat to the chef for 
the extra beefiness, though I wish each moist 
patty had packed a bit more salt and season- 
ing. Pressed thin in the classic diner style, the 
patties retained an impressive juiciness even 
when cooked through. 

The bun: The brioche bun is a weary war- 
rior, fighting to stand up to the onslaught 
of juice produced by two or three patties. 
Eventually, though, both top and bottom 
buns abandon their heroic quest and beg me 
to go on eating the burger without their limp 
assistance. 

The fixings: Melty cheddar and Dijon 
mayonnaise result in slippery sloppy goodness. 
Pickles are abundant, with sweet bread-and- 
butter chips providing a slight crunch to the 
burger, while a spear on the side counters with 
some needed acidity I did find myself pining 
for the crispness of a lettuce leaf

Everything else: Crispy fries with aioli 
($6.50) are, I am told, the same addictive 
variety as those at Sodikoff ’s other establish- 
ments, Maude’s and Gilt Bar. Not realizing 
that pickles would arrive both on and beside 
my burger, I foolishly ordered a side of 
bread-and-butter pickles for $4. One would 
be better off putting those dollars toward 
the libational curiosity that is The Pickle- 
back ($6.50), a shot of whiskey and pickle 
brine that made my mustache quiver, though 
pleasantly so. 

Bottom line: To reinterpret a “diner” 
as a restaurant so stylish requires 
boldness on Au Cheval’s part, but unfor- 
tunately, this vigor does not extend to 
the patty’s flavor or the bun’s fortitude. A 
price tag of close to $20 for a burger and 
fries is tougher to swallow than a too-thick 
milkshake.
